The last weekend for this tournament attracted 160 
“teams. a .3) Varger grout ABNED RENE: 
Cleveland 18, Pittsburgh 14, St. Louis 13, Chicago 12 and 
Columbus 11. Ten of the teams from Columbus were Black 
bowlers. 

Bowlers came from all parts of the couhtry and 
Canada. Such towns as Toronto, Canada, Wilmington, Del., 
Walkerton, N.C., and Los Angeles. A total of 635 teams 
bowled in the tournament this year at the Timber Town "60" 
Lanes in Saginaw t 

Approximately $40,000 in. cash prizes will be awarded’ 
A first place in the team event will pay $4,000, singles event 
$1,000, doubles event $1.700, and all events $250. 

When the Columbus delegation left Saginaw, Old 
Timers from Harper Woods, Mich.. led in thé team event with 
3176. Paul Wenner, St. Clair Shores, Mich., had 739 in the 
singles event and Lou DeWeaver, Saginaw. Mich., had 1974 
scratch score in the all events. 

In the doubles events Bob Moman and David Ridley, 
postal employees from Pittsburgh. shot an amazing 1419 to 
move into first place. Bob is a former resident of Columbus. 
His brother Harold, a motor vehicle operator in thé Colum- 
bus Post Office. was on hand to coach his brother into first 
place. 


in this column last week, we told our readers that 
blacks are spending more money each year in bowling. Ten 
Black teams and one white team from Columbus traveled to 
Saginaw last week to bow! in this tournament, Most of these 
bowlers traveled in private automobiles. However, a group of 
Black bowlers chartered a 36 passenger Greyhound bus for 
the trip. ‘ 
The expense for the week-end of bowling for the bus 
riders included $23 bowling fee, $30 bus fare per couple, $46 
two nights lodging. a minimum of $25 for meals and cool 
ones. If your wife went shopping while you were bowling 
add another $25-plus to your expenditures. 

’ The complexion of this tournament has changed since 
only seven Black bowlers rolled in 1958, When the tour- 
nament was held in Columbus that year, Black bowlers from 
Columbus had to secure their application blanks from the 
national secretary-treasurer in Louisville, Ky. % 

Approximately 50 percent of the bowlers who rolled in 
the tournament this year from Columbus were Black. There 
were 15 black teams and 14 whites registered at Saginaw.

HURT.TO BE INDUCTED 


INTO HALL OF FAME. 


BALTIMORE, Md. -- Ed- 
ward P. Hurt, the “maker of 
many champions" and the 
moider of Morgan State 
College's 12-sport intercol- 
legiate athletic program, will 
be honored by the National 
Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics for en- 
shrinement in Helms Hall of 
Fame. 

Hurt, who retired in 1970 as 
Morgan athletic director, is 
being honored for his out- 
standing contribution to in- 
tercollegiate athletics. The 
award, symbolic of Eddie 
Hurt's countless achieve- 
ments at Morgan since his 
arrival there 41 years ago--in 
1929, will be presented 
during the luncheon at the 
annual Convention of 
NACDA in Las Vegas,’ Neva- 
da on June 27. 

His enshrinement into the 
Helms Hall of Fame will be 
the second one for the now 
retired Morgan figure. Earlier, 
Hurt was inducted into the 
Helms Hall of Fame for track 
coaches. 

Hailed as an educator, 
coach and friend, Hurt's 
greatest contributions and 
success have come in the 
coaching profession. His 
career records and honors 
are both countless and awe- 
some. In 30 years as the 
builder of great football 
teams at the Hillen Road In- 
stitution (1930-1959), Hurt- 
coached teams won 14 Cen- 
tral Intercollegiate Athletic 
Associations (C.1.A.A.) cham- 
pionships, including a 54- 
game skein without a defeat 
from 1931-38, one of the 
longest unbroken strings on 
record. His 30-year record of 
170-47-17 at the Morgan helm 
rank him among the. coun- 
try’s winningest college 
coaches. y

Patrol our city with a chip on their 
shoulders just itching for an oppur- 
tunity to crack the heads of most 
anyone with whom they come in 
contact.

Difference 


The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, with obvious reluctance, 
has withdrawn from further in- 
volvement with the National Black 
Political Convention’ because of 
what Roy Wilkins, the Association's 
National Director says is “a dif- 
ference in ideology as to how to 
win equality for the Negro minority 
in the United States.” : 

To put it bluntly, the NAACP is 
against the thrust towards 
separatism that the conglomerate 
of black politicians, black nationa- 
lists. and assorted opportunists 
have-tried- to- ram-down*its-more 
conservative throat. 

Whatever the reaction from the 
NBPC forces to the NAACP with- 
drawal, and we can expect them to 
be loud and scathing in the weeks 
ahead. the fact remains that the 
withdrawal of the nation’s most for- 
midable and most respected civil 
rights organization from the ranks 
will leave the coalition badly handi- 
capped, if not shattered, 

Obviously, and the detailed 
Statement of the NAACP sets forth, 
the NAACP tried vigorously, albiet 
unsuccessfully. to have the so- 
called Black Political agenda 
moderated to such an extent that 
NAACP leaders could in good con- 
science join wholeheartedly in its 
support. 

Because there were so many 
things on which all black 
Americans .agree,—and—so-—little 


measurable progress in achieving - 


them, this fragmentation of the 
National Black Assembly is regret- 
table, but not surprising. 

Despite the noble sound of

front page stories of alleged police 
brutality. We published. these com- 
plaints because we were convinced 
of their legitimacy. In two cases, 
the male victims charged police 
brutality. In the third, a prominent 
social, civil and political female ac- 
tivist alleged that she had been 
harassed, humiliated and put in jail 
of a minor traffic law violation. 

In light of the fact that these 
complaints have been published, 
and at least one was reported 
directly to Mayor Moody, it would 
seem to be in the best interest of 
all concerned citizens for the 
Mayor to not only thoroughly in- 
vestigate these complaints, but to 
also to reléase his findings for 
public consumption. 

In recent months, much has 
been said about improving the 
image of the police departments, 
but unless our Mayor and Police 
Chief take effective steps to clear 
up police brutality complaints, their 
Community. standing is-certain- to 
grow even worse. 

Officers who abuse their 
authotity as a means of venting 
their pent-up frustrations, must be 
weeded out from those of the fair- 
minded men-of law, for-one bad ap- 
ple spoils the barrel. 

So let's become civilized and 
put a halt to police brutality and 
Unnecessary abuse of our citizens, 
both white and black.

THE 5,600,000 UNEMPLOYED WANT WORK, WHILE 
CONGRESS I3 TRYING TO PUT THOSE ON WELFARE 


Rep C.J. MeLin Jr. (D-Dayton), who 
threw his support to Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey immediately after Sen. Edwin 
Muskie quit Ohio’s primary campaign for 
delegates to the Democratic National 
Convention, has been credited with 
saving the state for Humphrey. 

McLin, who was running as an at- 
large delegate on the Muskie slate, was 
the only member of the Muskie team to 
jump on the Humphrey bandwagon 
whigh was given a woefully slim chance 
of keeping pace with Sen. George 
McGovern’s youthful engineered stream- 
liner. 

But, according to reports out of 
Dayton, McLin, although switching to 
Humphrey only 90 hours before election 
day, succeeded in swaying enough 
blacks in the Westend ghetto to his side 
of the political spectrum to dramatically 

. derail McGovern's streamliner. As ‘a 
result of his politically dangerous effort, 
Humphrey won ail tive delegates in the 
third Congressional District. 

It is, indeed, significant to note, that 
according to unofficial tabulations, Hum- 
phrey defeated McGovern by 3 to 1 and 4 
to 1 in.every precinct in black voting 
places, while he was being topped ‘by 
McGovern in every other section of the 
city and in most of the suburbs, Hum- 
phrey's margin of 472 votes was good 
enough to give him all five delegates in 
the district. 

McLin, president and co-founder of 
Black Elected Officials of Ohio, played a 


«leading role_in the Black National Con- 


vention which was held earlier this year 
in Gary, Ind. He is currently recuperating 
from a broken leg and ribs in the Miami 
Valley Hospital. 

His quick switch from Muskie to 
Humphrey is regarded by some political 
observers as a good indication that his 
support of Muskie*was a profound 
manifestation of his loyalty to Gov. John

A browsing visit to a cemetery, will 
also let you know how many people care 
after the coffin is interred in the ground. 
Entirely too many relatives never care 
enough to revisit the cemetery after the 
graveside ceremonies are over. “Gone 
and forgotten” is all too often true, 

Our concern for the dead and the his- 
torical past, seldom extend. past the 
funeral services or the incident. 

Our callous disregard for the depar- 
ted is matched by our disdain for those 
whose toil and sacrifices have made this 
day_possible, 

Many of our great heroes lie in un- 
marked graves in lonely cemeteries, 
gone and forgotten. Fortunate are those 


like Frederick Douglass, Harriett Tyb-. 


man, etc,, whose burial places are 
marked by suitable monuments. These 
recordable monuments are but a few of 
the thousands whose deeds entitle them 
to be remembered. 

A few years ago, a group of us assem- 
bled in Washington and went to the 
grave of Matthew Henson in Arlington 
Nation Cemetery to pay your respects to 
his memory. Returning from the 
cemetery, we visited the White House 
and had a visit with President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, He knew much about the 
exploits of Mat Henson and appreciated 
what we had done. 

James Johnson of Cleveland, for 
some years, has tried to engender 
national interest in the grave of Thad- 
deus Stevens, who is buried in Ugn- 
caster, Pa. 

Thaddeus Stevens is a man every 
Negro should know’something about. No 
man in Congress fought harder than 
Stevens for the civil rights of Negroes. 

Before he died in 1868, he directed 
that he be buried in a Negro cemetery 
and,.he wrote his epitaph for his tomb- 
stone: ‘ 

“| repose in this quiet and seelude 
spot, Not from any natural preference for 
solitude, but, finding other cemeteries 
limited by charter rules as to race, | have 
chosen this that | might illustrate in my 
death, the principles which | advocated 
through a long life, Equality of man 
before his Creater.”” 

John Brown is another white man 
whose grave should be a-revered shrine 
for all black people. How few of us even 
know where he was buried after his 
death on the gallows at Harpers Ferry. 

if you walk through the cemeteries 
of your home towns, or through the 
pages of history, you will be surprised 
what interesting information you will 


Hope springs eternal in the human 
heart, and this writer was provided an ex- 
cellent example of its operation last 
week when Henry Winston, National 
Chairman of the Communist Party, U.S.A. 
dropped into the offices of the Call & 
Post en route to his New York City head- 
quarters after attending the trial of the 
Party's current cause celebre, Miss 
Angela Davis, at San Jose, California, 
charged with’ murder, kidnaping and 
conspiracy in connection with the shoot- 
out at the Marin County courthouse two 
years ago. 

Winston, now in his early sixties, and

“Angela should be exonerated.” He in- 
dicated that the Communist Party, U.S.A., 
which has embraced her cause. is not 
alone in the fight, for the obvious pol- 
itical aspect of the Davis case has 
brought a large assortment of Americans 
to her defense. 

“These people feel that a victory for 
Angela woutd be a victory for 
Democracy". Winston added, justifying 
his hope that Angela's trial would have a 
different ending than the one back in the 
McCarthy era, that resulted for Henry 
Winston is guilty verdict and an eight- 
year sentence on conspiracy charges. 

Charged with conspiracy to “teach 
the duty and necessity for violent over- 
throw of the government”, Winston ser- 
ved six years of his sentence in a federal 
penitentiary before his conviction was 
finalty-overtumed-by- the U.S- Supreme 
Court. and the sentence finally com- 
muted. 

Winston believes that the climate of 
the country has drastically changed 
since the McCarthy era, with the biggest 
factor being that the Democratic Party, 
the more liberal of the two major parties 
in the nation, is currently on the offen- 
sive, rather than on.the defensive, and 
gave as one example the willingness of 
the current Republican President to 
travel to the heart of the’ world’s largest 
and most powerful Communist nation for

There are so many people whose 
memories we should revere but whose 
burial sites are unknown of obscured in 
some lonely cemetery, it would be com- 
mendable if a simulated unknown tomb 
could be elected in some suitable piace, 
where, on Memorial Day and on other 
suitable occasions, we could go to an 
pay our respects in a fitting manner. 

When a foreign visitor comes to 
America, as part oftheir official activi- 
ties, they visit the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier in Arlington National Cemetery. 
In France, the Arc de Triumph is the 
scene for such ceremonies. The Jews 
have their Wailing Wall. 

If we want to pay respect to Negroes 
or their benefactors, symbolical or spiri- 
tual, we have no common place to go to 
commiserate, to meditate, to revere, to 
commemorate or, to observe. 

*\ The reason for this is that our 
sorrowing tears dry up soon after we 
leave the cemetery and, our memories 
dim as the calendar moves us into the in- 
finity of time. If the wailing cries of 
remorse at funeral time could bé har- 
nessed into respectful memories, our 
cemeteries would not be places where 
the weeds and decay are always ahead 
of reverent care. 

\f half of the money we spend for 
guns, which, incidentally do more to 
Populate our cemeteries than anything 
else, was donated to the erection of a 
shrine in some convenient or historical 
place, just think of what a fine memorial 
edifice we could erect and maintain. 

In the land today, there is much talk 
about reestablishing our African heritage 
and reviving the mother country’s 
culture. ‘ 


As évidence of this commemorative 
motivation, the rabid, adorn themselves 
in imaginative African garments and 
decorations. But, so far there is little or 
No talk about erecting a fitting memorial 
to the sainted memory of those brave 
Africans who survived the ocean 
crossing; braved a new ‘hostile world 
and, adjusted (oan Unfavorable climate 
and ungrateful prejudiced people, and 
reproduced the racial strain that has 
made our existence Rossible.

Black people and poor people 
especially have a stake in ending this 
war, They have borne a disproportionate 
burden in terms of service and 
casualties.

poverty and rebuilt our cities have in- 
stead been squandered on war and in- 
struments of destruction. 


‘High on the list-of the war's victims 
must be counted the very soul of this 
nation, for our ideals have been trampled 
upon in a succession of Tonkin Gulls, 
My Lais and similar tragedies. With each 
turn of the screw of escalation has come 
disillusionment, despair, and growing 
anger. The frustration of the American 
people at not being able to affect the. 
course of this war has found an outlet in

Provocative Police Action 


The perennial problem of police- 
community relations has moved, once 
again, to the surface of an already tur- 
bulent sea of hostility in the Columbus 
black community. The more frequent and 
conspicuous surveillance and patrolling 
of the black community-within the last 
seyeral weeks has rekindled what we 
thought was a lessening of hostilities, 
since the new administration came into 
power. 

Chief Burden, before assuming his 
duties as the top executive police officer, 
voiced and articulated what we hailed as 
a sincere concern about the “image” of 
the men in uniform, among the college 
student population and racial minorities 
of our city: 

But that image has not been allowed 
to change because certain members of 
city council, the Mayor and the Safety 
Director are demanding more “paddy- 
wagon” surveillance and patrolling. 
Although we can anticipate their denial 
that increased patrolling is not just for

And they're 
Saying that out of the deepest feelings of 
loyalty and patriotism, out of génuine 
concern that the war is morally wrong

Our energies must no longer be 
swallowed by the jungles of Vietnam: 
they must be brought to bear on the 
desperate conditions of urban blight and 
Poverty here at home. We never should 
have gotten into that war. We never 
should have continued it. We should not 
now escalate it. If aver there was a time 
to cut our losses and stop the fighting, it 
is now 


the black community, we have already 
Seen an increase of police activity in the 
black community since they uttered their 
edicts. Their contention is that more con- 
spicuous demonstrations of ‘'police- 
Power" serves as a deterrent to crime. 

It seems rather appalling, with all of 
the modern technological advancements 
in crime detection and prevention, that 
the police department must resort to 
methods tantamount to the days of 
military occupation of hostile Indian 
territories, 

The reality and "Image" is that we 
are under siege; that the black com- 
munity is Some sort of insurgent, fortified 
place that needs sufrounding. The 
follow-through of such a notion is the 
need for the Mayor to ride through the 
black community on top of an armored 
tanks and read off a declaration of oc- 
cupation by city council and the em- 
powerment of the police department to 
maintain control. 

We cannot, of course, disparage the 


, concern of all citizens who demand bet- 


ter and more efficient police protection 
We cannot deny, either, the rise in crime 
in and out of the black community 
Neither-can-we overlook the fact that itis 
extremely unsafe to walk in some of our 
streets, day or night. Bul we cannot ac- 
cept the way in which some of our law 
enforcement agencies deal with the 
crime problem 

Imagine, for example, one of our 
largest retail department stores down- 
town. having patrol! wagons 4ined-up 
around the store as an effort to stop 
shoplifters and purse snatchers. Such a 
method would more likely-deter business 
than serve as a deterrent to crime 
People would be apprehensive about 
going into the store, in the first place, for 
fear of being apprehended as a sus- 
picious person or searched 

It is unlikely that a potential criminal 
or offender would stay away from the 
store: he would still take his chances. 
Retail stores use other methods, less 
conspicuous, more subtle and even more 
elfective, to detect crime, 

Although the black community is not 
a retail store, it does have human 
qualities and sensitivities which are more 
“valuable” than dry goods in a retail 
store. The frequency of crime is much 
higher in just one retail store downtown 
than all the stores put together in the 
black community 

Even if it were physically possible 
for the patrol wagons to drive up and 
down the aisles of the retail stores as 
they do in the streets of the black com- 
munity, the retail merchants would not 
permit it, but would demand other 
methods of crime detection and preven- 
tion. 

These paddy wagons riding up and 
down the streets of the Black community, 
almost exclusively driven and occupied 
by white officers, is provocative action, 
not deterrent action, Such action will not 
create law and order, but resentment. 
Containment of the black community is 


hot order. Order means a mutually 


responsible control of a community, as

Friday (April 28) at the Ohio Refor- 
matory for Women, a crisis developed. 
One of the inmates had a state sheet 
with a hole in it. This would seem petty 
to most people, but here it is considered 
A max offense..._* 

The other women in her cottage de- 
cided to protest this action and conduc- 
ted a calm, quiet and peaceful sitdown In, 
their cottage. : 

However, at 10 p.m. lock-in time for in- 
mates, an official decided to call in the 
Highway Patrol to force the women to 
bed 


They arrived, guns, sticks and all. 

They went first to a cottage where 
women were conducting a sympathy sit- 
down. They beat, dragged and handcut- 
fed four inmates to max. (Maximum 
security) ‘ 
“_ Then they went to the other cottage, 
All “hell” broke loose with women called 
names, hit, bruised, handcuffed and 
dragged to their rooms, One woman was 
dragged handcuffed to max, 

Saturday (April 29), 3/4-of the In= 
mates conducted a peaceful sitdown on 
the baseball field’ They asked for little 
Mainly, they asked that the five women in 
max be released. After several hours they 
were released. 

They asked that Mr. Cooper (Bennett 
C.), head of Ohio Penal Institutions, 
come and discuss some of the petty 
regulations enforced here, with them 
They also asked for newsmen so that 
people on the outside might better un- 
derstand the problems faced in prison. 

The newsmen who were called were 
from Marysville, the very small town 
down the road. ° 

Mr. Cooper arrived and talked with 
the group. As | did not participate in the 
sitdown, | do not know what decisions 
were reached.'! felt | could better do 
something by writing and telling 
newspapers the truth as it happened. 
~-Because’we are in prison, must we 
be treated as animals? Most of us were 
average people who may have made a 
mistake. 

We are paying for these mistakes, 

Isn't it time people on the outside 
showed a little concern afd understan- 
ding? Isn't it time for a change in penal 
institutions if they are to rehabilitate?

and YOU

QUESTION: My 67-year-old 


husband recently had surgery for a slip- _ 


ped disc. He will soon be able to come 
home, but the doctor says he will need 
to use a wheelchair. Will Medicare help 
pay for a wheelchair? 

ANSWER; Yes. The medical insurance 
part of Medicare does help pay for the 
rental or purchase of such durable 
medical equipment as a wheelchair when 
the equipment is prescribed by a doctor 
Whether your husband decides to pur- 
chase or rent the equipment, Medicare 
generally makes monthly payments and 
these. payments aré 80 percent of the 
reasonable rental charges. 

QUESTION: | help a women with her 
Cleaning and get paid $15 a week. Does 
the lady | work for have the right to hoki 
out social security contributions even if 
I don’t want her to? 

ANSWER: Yes. It's the law. |f you earn 
at least $50-in-a S-month-quarter_Jan- 
uary to March, April to June, etc.), she 
must report your wages for that period 
and send in the social security contribut- 
lons, Social security cash benefits are 
paid from, funds contributed by both 
the worker and the employer. 

QUESTION: | recently moved and 
have already notified the social security 
office of my new sdidress for my monthly 
retirement benefit check. Do | also have 
to notity Medicare? 

ANSWER: No. Since the retirement 
Program and Medicare are both adminis- 
tered by the Social Security Administra- 
tion, only one change-ofl-address notice 
is needed,

People ride buses and the bus com- 
pany has certain stretch rightaways at 
curbs to deboard passengers, but black 
autoists in black neighborhoods never 
see the bus signs. There is a space past 
the Novelty Bar that has a zone for bus 
passengers to get off, but the bus rarely 
gets into the curb, which stays packed 
with cars. 

The signs are there and there is a 
city ordinance to prohibit parking there, 
but who cares about that? It is so trivial, 
you see. Cruisers pass by repeatedly and 
never notice the car congestion where 
there should be empty space, Now and 
then. a police officer will pass oul a 
ticket — well, that is trivial, too trivial to 
notice. And, again, maybe the other of- 
ficers just get disgusted and say “What 
is the use?" 

Yes, it is trivial, but.on the other 
hand, we, who want to claim every facet 
of citizenship of the city, 
ought to comply with something like 
citizens. Look at the complete ignoring 
of “No Parking™-signs one will say “we 
just ain't ready.”

Will the creditor accept @ partial 
payment?

Contact each creditor béfore the . 


account becomes delinquent or as 
soon possible and try sincerely to 
work out a solution satifactory to 
both parties. In some cases a con- 
solidation loan may help solve the 
problem while in others it may be 
possible to refinange the indebted- 
ness and secure additional time or 
lower payments.
